Marvm Watson ha.s made 
public the <U‘.«ign of the Daniel 
Boone postage stamp. 

The ()-cent stamp in the Amer¬ 
ican Folklore Series will be i.ssued 
with fir.st-duy ceremonies Sept. 
2(5 at Frankfort, Ky. 

Louis Jlacouillard of San Fran¬ 
cisco designed the hoiizontal 
stamp, which will be printed in 
two yellow inks by offset, with 
black and red applied by the 
Giori press. Red mingles with 
yellow to produce light brown. 

It is a non-portrait stamp. At¬ 
tached to a wall of roughly hewn 
’boards are the tools of Boone’s 
trade — a I’cnnsylvania rifle, a 
powder horn, ami a knife. So is a 
pipe tomahawk, a historical re¬ 
minder that Boone had been ad¬ 
opted by the Shawnees. “Daniel 
Boone” and his birthdate “1734” 
are carved on the wall. A poster 
tacked to the wall reads “United 
States/6c, Postage.” The denomi¬ 
nation is black; all other ele¬ 
ments are combinations of yel¬ 
lows and red.

Meal Topper

I Pecan pie, often thought of ns 
ia Southern delicacy, has happily 
; migrated into kitchens all over 
;the counti*y. Delectable to ta.s-te, 
pretty to look at, yet very easy 
to make, it is a tantalizing toji- 
per to light summer meals. A 
simple but elegant dessert, pecan 
pie never fails to bring a com¬ 
pliment to the cook. 

Perfection pecan pie 
1 cup brown sugar 
1 cup light corn syrup 
V 2 cup cargarine 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
j 3 eggs, beaten 
I 1 Vj cups pecan halves 

Combine sugar, syrup, and 
inarganne in a saucepan. Bring 
to a boil, stirring often. Cool 
slightly. Add vanilla and beaten 
eggs. Pour into unbaked nine- 
inch pie crust (prick crust liber¬ 
ally with fork before adding fill¬ 
ing). Spoon pecan halves onto top 
of filling, smoothing out nuts so 
filling barely covers them. Cook 
in 375 degree F. oven for about 
one hour. If pecans aiirpear to be 
browning too quickly, turn oven 
down for last few minutes of 
cooking. This pie is at its best 
)vhen served warm. If desired, 
se'rve with a bowl of sweetened 
whipped cream.
